This application has been found to contain more than one invention. Therefore, 
restriction to one of the following distinct inventions is required: 

(I) Claims 1—10, 15, 18 and 19 drawn to the uracil product here and a herbicided 
method of use in class 544 and 504. 

(II) Claim 1 1 drawn to multiple methods of preparing the compounds of claim 1 ;

(III) Claim 12 drawn to isocyanates in class 558, that do not retain the uracil structures.
